scendant of the renowned Percys with an income

averaging from. .2.000 to .3,l00 daily, perfectly
uaeucutnbered could not procure him a single hand
to cree Iiis eyesor which l.e might have grasped
and breathed farewell." His grace died without
issue, and is succeeded in Iiis tit'es and possessions
by Iiis brother Loid Trud oe. Though not a mau of
great abilities, the late Duke he'd the high office of.
Chinccüor of the Uuive.sity of Cambridge. He oUo
had beeu Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, ambassador to
the court of St. Tetcrsburgh, änd special envoy to
France at the coronation of lite ill-fat- ed - Charles the
Tenth. Durin the Jatter embassy he refused to' re-

ceive any public money for outfit, or fur any thing
v-- e ; though a diamond hilted sword of the value of

10,(KK) sterling, voted to him by the House of
Commons, he subsequently accepted. During the
whole time that he remained in France, he had, inde--pende- nt

of retainers three hundred gentlemen of birth
n his suite. As he progressed through France to
Paris he scattered gold among the crowds that sur-
rounded his train of equipages, at every post-tow- n.

His wife was the governess to Queen Victoria. The
remains of the Duke were interred in Westminster
Abbey, in the tomb of the Percys, and with royal state.
An important move, in consequence of his grace's
demise, has taken place in the University of Cam-
bridge, of which, as I have stated, the Duke was
Chancellor. Some of the Leads of houses, or college-- ,

were very anxiou to have Prince Albert as Northum-
berland's successor. Others were averc to this nd
suggested the Earl Towis, who is a member of the
University, a talented and a pious peer. When
solicited to stand, his royal highness declared that he
should have been happy to do so had the requisition
shown unanimity on the part of the tenitc ; but that

fnot fceinw the case, he respectfully declined the invi--
tation.

put the royal consort in nomination, and bravely
went to the poll. After a contest of three days the
number stood thus : for Prince Albert U4S for Earl
Powis 3ö ; majority for the Queen's husband 100.

" The Ten Hour Factory Labor Bill" has been de-

bated in the House of Commons, and with access to
its promoters. This measure reduces the labor of
young men under eighteen years of age, and all fe- -'

male adults, to ten hours per day.

At the anniversary dinner of the Liverpool Guar-
dian Trade Society, the celebrated Mr. Rowland Hill,
of penny-po- st celebrity, attended, and in the course of
an interesting speech stated that, since the introduction
of pre-paymc- nt of letters, the dead letters had de-

creased to a small fraction less than the two-hundred- th

part of the whole ; but the average amount of
money found in such letters, in com, in bank notes,
and bills of exchange, was 400,000 sterling per
annum. Many thousand pounds were actually found
in letters with no address whatever. He also observed
that there are more letters delivered within a radius
of twelve miles round the Post Office, under the penny
rate than were distributed, under the old system,
throughout the whole kingdom. The number of
chargeable letters delivered before the reduction
amounted to seventy millions annually; last year
they amounted to two hundred and ninety-nin- e and a
half. Formerly England and Wales had only two
thousand post offices, but 'the new plan has established
as many more. .

territory. On the other hand, Santa Axxa, in his
bloviating account of the battle of Bucna Vista, holds
the following language :

From the impression we made on the enemy, he
did not appear before us for three days. The bearer
of a flag of truce, however, arrived with a proposition
from General Taylor for an exchange of prisoners,
and for our sending for the wounded who had re-

mained on the field. He also expressed to me the
desire which the Americans felt for the

peace. I replied, in order that he might say
the game to his General, that we sustained the most
sacred--d- f causes the defence of ou" territory, and
the preservation of our nationality and rights that
we were not the aggressors, and that our government
had never offended that of the United States. I

observed that we could say nothing of peace vhile the
Americans icei e on this side oj the Uravo, or occupied
any part of the Mexican territory, or blockaded our
ports ; and lhat we were resolved to perish ur vindi
cate our rights; that fortune might not be always
tavorable to the enemy, and their experience of the
22nd and 3d should convince thern that it could
change."

the American troops to be " withdrawn from Mexican
territory, before propositions of peace will be enter-
tained, demands that they shall retire from this

get out of " Mexican territory." There is a remark
able discrepancy here between the position of the

It is proof against hail
storms, so frequently destructive to glass.

Danger of Ixhalixo Ether. A boy named Cool-idg- e

had his arm badly crushed in a Bo-to- n steam
bakery a few days since, and it was amputated by
Dr. Lewis while the patient was under the influence
of ether. In a few hours after he died. The ether
was properly administered by Dr. Hay ward. Surgeon
of the Massachusetts Hospital, who, with Drs.

At 8 o'clock, Dr. Far ks,
surgeon of the vessel, landed at Cove, bearing despatches
for the Lord Lieutenant and Mr. Labouchre, which he
delivered at the consulate, with directions to have them
forwarded as speedily as possible. On the intimation of
the vessel's arrival being notified to Rear-Admir- al

ir II. Pigott.he despatched an officer to ascertain if any
immediate assistance was required; and at half-pa- st 1

o'clock on Monday her Majesty's steamer Avenger went
out to tow her in. Her arrival' called forth the liveliest
sensations of joy and gratitude, and thousands flocked fo
see Ihe noble ship.

A meeting of thn Cork District Railway Committee
was held on the 13th, when a requisition was promptly
prepared, calling on the mayor to summon a meeting of
the citizens, to devise the best means of welcoming and
acknowledging the gift. "The Bells of Shandon" and
and of the Cathedral were jovfully rung, and the Cove
was splendidly illuminated 011 the evening of the Ulli.

A deputation of the gentry of Cork, headed by Dr.
Millet, J. 1'., visited the ship on the 13th, and presented
Capt- - Forbes with an address, to which he replied in suit-
able and tonching terms. Alter some conversation the
deputation withdrew, having previously invited Captain
Forbes and officers to a public dinner on the 1 5th inst.,
at Cove, which the gallant gentleman kindly accepted.

The dinner was a very splendid affair, and attended
by the most influential classes in and around Cove. Cap-l-ii-n

Forbes was the hero of the day, and acquitted him-
self in an at'mirable manner. Un the lüth a public meet-
ing was heli' at the County Court-House- , Cork, for the
purpose of reiMrning thanks to Capt. Forbes and his pa-
triotic crew for the sympathy they had 6hown towards
the suffering and starving population ol Ireland.

Core, April lGlX It is as we foretold ; the distress of
tile wretched paupers of Cork is deepening into pesti-
lence. Fever and dysentery are moving about the streets

blocking up shop doors and jostling us as we walk
along, in the shape of men, wemen, and children that
should be rather lying on tho beds of a hospital than
staggering to the grave in ihe midst of those to whom,
sooner or later, they musl bring infection. The country
districts have sent iu at least ten thousand diseased and
destitute wretches to beg, starve, and perish inthe city.
The dismissals on the roads have increased these disas-
trous arrivals ; nnd those contemplated on the 24th inst.
will multiply them with the deadliest effect. Since Sun-
day, the Folice have discovered 15 or 16 dead bodies on
their morning rounds. Upwards of sixty houseless
wretches sleep nightly under the sheds of tho Coal Quay
alone. From this lact, the numbers who pass the night
in the same miserable mariner, all over the City, may be
pretty nearly guessed at. These homeless humaj beings
are either starving or sick unto death of fever or binli
together. What wonder that, in the morning, the care-
ful and meritorious men of our police force should find
the dead lying stiff and stark on the cold pavement?
Capt. Forbes, Commander of the Jamestown, who ac-
companied the Kev. Mr. Matthew about the town on
Wednesday, and who witnessed the wretchedness of our
poor in its mildest aspects in our principal streets, de-

clared he saw more misery in Cork on that one day, the
14th of April, than he did in his whole lifetime 'in his
own country. Such is our deplorable condition, just now.
